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DANNY GILLIS AND THE L.W.V. 


The ladies of the League of Women Voters took 
their kudos and their blows, this week, from Planning 
Board member Danny Gillis, The blows came first. 

During the zoning hearing of the Planning Board 
last Thursday, Gillis objected strongly when a re- 
presentative of the League announced that the League 
was against a particular zoning proposal. She was 
representing the league, but had often opposed the 
same proposal as a private individual. 

Danny called it ‘Pressure Politics’, and it did 
have that appearance, 

It could possibly be that the lady in question knew 
more. about zoning problems than other members of 
the League of Women Voters, but having opposed the 
proposal under discussion in a private capacity she 
put the league in a bad light when she stood up to say 
that this time she represented the league. 

Mr Gillis was in a different light on Tuesday, 
‘during the regular meeting of the Planning Board, 
A representative of the LWV presented a proposed 
paper for the LWV to present to the voters, in the 
Special Town Meeting of next Monday. The paper 
was to be a factual presentation of the Planning Board 
position, and the position of the Finance Committee, 
on the adoption of Chapter 40A, Section 8, of the 
General Laws - to come up under Article 8. 

Gillis said he approves of any organization giving 
out factual material, to help the voters, before they 
» Into town meeting, just as muchas he disapproves 
«pf aby person standing up in town meeting or else- 
where, to announce ‘I represent --’ and then name 
an organization. 

That’s Pressure Politics, Mr Gillis says, and he 
is against it.

THE SPECIAL TOWN MEETING 


Next Monday there will be 11 articles for the 
consideration of the Special Town Meeting, which 
begins at 7:30 pm in the High School gymnasium, 

Pay raises for Town Employees is, of course, 
the big issue. Not much has been said around town 
about this, the Selectmen being the only ones that 
have. been doing any ‘talking, so it is difficult to 


‘guage the feelings of the people, 

The Finance Committee has come out strongly 
against pay raises, and of course the Town Employees 
are for the idea. 

The results are going to depend on the attendance. 
The employees have a strong position, in that they 
are going into the Town Meeting with about 300 votes 
‘in their pocket’. The sum proposed, $28,300, would 
cost the town about 50 cents on the tax rate. 

Articles 1, 2 and 3 are for the establishment of 
a new well field, in North Wilmington. (See map, 
page 11). The water at this site is excellent, and 
the well field should provide 500,000 needed gallons 
of water a day, 

There is a fly in the ointment, and his name is 
Bob Corey. Mr. Corey bought the old gravel pits, 
part of which is to be taken by the town by eminent 
domain, and part, in North Reading, 1s to be left 
in his possession. 

He was planning a Recreation Area, and has 
Board of Appeals approval. He has already spent 
a. large sum of money in preparing the site for Re- 
creation purposes.. It is pretty well established that 
he can recover this money, plusdamages, inany suit 
that might result from eminent domain proceedikgs, 
such as the town is being asked to vote, 

And, in addition, Mr Corey will be cut off from 
17 acres of land (and water) in North Reading, if the 
town votes to take his land in Wilmington. He will 
have no access tothe North Reading land, This would 
probably mean further substantial damages. 

The Finance Committee has approved of a sum 
of $7500, by borrowing, or by transfer from Water 
Revenues, under Article One. 

It wouldnt surprise this colum to see the costs 
much closer to $50,000, 

Article 4 is for more land for schools, this time 
at the end of Carter Lane (See map, page 11), The 
land is véry good for school purposes, except for 
rocks and cliffs near the end of the Dunton Road 

The Finance Committee has approved, and ap~ 
proves of the sum of $16,000 for the land, and of 
$10,000 for preliminary plans for anew Intermediate 
school. 

Question; Is the town going to use the plans for 
the North Intermediate School, with such engineering 
changes as are necessary for the new site, or is this 
another case of throwing away plans just because 
somebody else made them? 

If the town is to throw past experience overboard 
the voters should be told about it. 

Article 5 is the old friend of Town Meetings, the 
proposal to rezone land for a North Industrial Dis- 
trict in North Wilmington, Sadly battered, it has 
little resemblance to the original proposal, of which 
the Planning Board right4:lly approved. 

The Finance Committee has approved of this 
article, and the Planning Board, Tuesday night, dis~ 
approved by a six to one vote, James Miceli will 
present the Planning Board arguments to the Town

Article six is to rezone land along Main Street 
for a commercial skating rink.

The annual Town Meeting voted $15,000 for 
sidewalks, without specifying the place where the 
sidewalks were to be constructed, The Selectmen 
have been vague, but seem to be opposed to this 
proposal on the argument that the Town Engineer 
hasn’t had time to study it, If they were in favor of 
course, they darn tooting would see to it that the Town 
Engineer found time, and it can be remarked that the 
Town Meeting can say a few words on this aspect. 

There were Selectmen who were talking about 
sidewalks for the Woburn Street School, when that 
School was in the preliminary talking stage.

The body was discovered at 2:50 
pm Tuesday by Paul Duggan, 27, 
of Faneuil Drive, a water depart- 
ment employee who was making a 
routine visit to the Chestnut St. 
pumping station, 

Without leaving his vehicle Dug-

but more than 24 hours after the 
slaying it was not clear that if 
was a ‘simple’ murder, but dhe 
that was possibly involving a rob- 
bery as well. 

Nicholson was found to have $75 
in his pocket, after he was dead, 
He wore an expensive wrist watch 
and a diamond ring, with a diamond 
estimated to be an one and one 
quarter carats, plus seven baguets 
was found near the body.

McLaughlin is currently on the 
FBI ‘10 most wanted men’ list, 
and the Wilmington police, uder 
Sgt Shepard, begana further search 
for him, Shepard and Brennan 
spent Wednesday in Somerville 
and Charlestown, chasing down 
elusive clues, 

Nicholson, who weighed in the 
neighborhood of 200 pounds, and 
was six feet tall, had many ene- 
mies, the two officers learned, 

He was known to be afraid of 
McLaughlin. McLaughlin’s bro~- 
ther had been killed, and Nichol- 
Son was known to never carry 
less than two guns, because he 
feared that McLaughlin had him 
‘tagged’ for the crime.

Nicholson was last seen alive 
at about 9:30 am Tuesday, near 
Ball Square, in Somerville.
